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FEWER COAL MINERS 
KILLED DURING 1923 


Reports to Bureau of Mines 
Show 2,452 Lost Lives. 


Washington.—Reports made by the 
various state mine inspectors to the 
United 
States 
Department 
of 
tile 
Interior, through tile bureau of mines, 
show that 2,452 men were killed by 
accidents at coal mines in the United 
States in 1923. 
Of these fatalities 
2,249 occurred as the results of acci­ 
dents underground, 4G were due to 
shaft accidents and 157 to accidents 
in and around surface plants. 
The 
production of coal during the year 
was 641,47(5,000 tons; lienee the fatal­ 
ity rate for the year was 3.82 i or 
million tons, as compared with 4.15 
for 1922, 
Non-fa tai accidents number 
approximately 200,OOO per year. 
This reduction of eight per cent in 
i the fatal-aceldent rate per million tons 
of coal produced iti 1923 is equivalent 
to Hie saving of 210 lives, tile bureau 
of mines points out, and had the to­ 
tality rate of 1922 continued during 
1 the last year the number of lives lost 
v ould have been 210 more titan us­ 
ually were lost during 1923. 


Means Big Loss in Coal. 
Not only was these a net reduction 
in the fatality rate from all cau ses 
combined, but each of rite main c a u s e s 
of coal-mine fatalities also showed a 
decline. Falls of roof and coal, which 
generally account for nearly half of 
all deaths In coal mines, were respon­ 
sible for 1,158 fatalities in 1923, which 
represents a rate of 1.81 per million 
tons, as compared with 1.90 In 1922. 
Haulage accidents underground usual­ 
ly cause about 18 per cent of all fa­ 
talities, and the reports for 1923 show 
that 413 deaths were due to tills cause, 
indicating a rate of 0.04 per million 
tons, us against 0.72 for the previous 
year. 
Gas and dust explosions killed 372 
men, the fatality rate being 0.58; tile 
previous year’s rate was 0.65. Seventy* 
live deaths were due lo electricity, I rte 
Which class of accidents the fatality 
rate per million tons was 0.12, as com­ 
pared with 0.16 the year before. Pow­ 
der and other explosives caused 114 
deaths, representing a rate of (KIS, 
as comps red with 0.19 for 1922.

Few Accident# Are Fatal. 
The non fatal reports were furnished 
lie bureau of mines during 1922 by 
the operators of 2-•') coal mines, who 
have co-operated with the bureau in a 
special study of mine accidents by 
furnishing a separate report of each 
accident disabling an employee for 
m ore than the remainder of the shift. 
In all, a study of more thun 8,000 coal 
mine accidents was made. 
The bureau found that about two 
per cent of coal mine accidents result 
fatally. 
Deaths, permanent total dis­ 
abilities ami permanent partial disa­ 
bilities constitute less then five per 
cent of all mine accidents, while disa­ 
bilities of a temporary nature account 
for 95 per cent of mine accidents.

Classes Have Been Simpli­ 
fied and Number 
Reduced. 


(P rsparsd by the U nited States D epartm ent 
of A griculture.) 
Revised United States grades for 
timothy hay. clover hay, clover m in'd 
hay aud grass mixed hay have been 
recommended by the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture effective Feb­ 
ruary I, 1924. 
The grades have been 
simplified and the number reduced 
from 40 in the former federal grades 
to 29. 
An additional class, clover 
muss mixed, takes care of a consider­ 
able amount of hay to which the old 
grades did not apply. 
Tile grades are based on tho feeding 
value of hay and correlate closely with 
the time of cutting. As a general rule 
timothy and clover should be cut not 
later than full bloom to meet tho re­ 
quirements of U. S. No. I grades. 
The 
method of stating color In timothy and 
other grasses bas been changed so as 
to be more easily understood by any 
one familiar with bay. 
Definitions Changed. 
Definitions 
of 
clover 
and 
other 
grasses have been changed slightly 
and tile quantity of clover and other 
glasses permitted In the timothy class 
has been increased to IO per cent of 
each. 
Three classes have been pro­ 
vided for timothy and clover mixtures 
—light, medium, and heavy—and the 
clover class has been made to include 
all mixtures containing over 80 per 
cent of clover (Including foreign m a­ 
terials) and not over IO per cent of 
other grasses. 
There are two classes—light and 
heavy—for mixtures of timothy and 
Kther grosses in addition to the mixed 
grass class, which Includes all mixtures 
containing over 00 per cent of other 
grasses and not over IO per cent of 
clover. 
Definite Grading Factor. 
Foreign material has been m a d e a 
definite grading factor, the grade be­ 
ing lowered as the quantity of for­ 
eign material increases. 
The defini­ 
tion of foreign material also has he<*n 
revised so that It will he more easily 
understood. 
In every case where the 
grade of the hay Is lowered on account 
of foreign material, federal hay in­ 
spectors will he instructed to inclmh 
in their certificates a statement to th rt 
effect. 
The reason for placing hay In sam­ 
ple grade will always uppear on the 
certificate together with the grade to 
which the hay would otherwise bo en­ 
titled, lf It can be determined. 
When 
hay Is classed as clover grass mixed, 
certificates will show the approximate 
percentages of timothy, clover and 
other grasses present. 
Copies of the grades and further In­ 
formation about them and the federal 
hay Inspection service may he obtained 
from 
tile 
bureau 
of 
agricultural 
economics, United States Department 
cf Agriculture. Washington, D. C., as 
long as the supply la*ts. 


How Peruviana Devised 
System of Enumeration 


Most persons are familiar with rep­ 
resentatives of the hieroglyphics of 
the ancient Egyptians. 
By means of 
the engraved 
marks found on the 
monuments and other records the old 
Egyptians could represent object ideas 
suggested by objects, and even sounds. 
This signifying of sounds by means of 
symbols formed nearly a true alpha­ 
bet. 
In Mexico the Aztecs had a 
crude system of picture writing by 
which sensible objects could be accu­ 
rately depicted, hut beyond that it 
could not go, for It was Incompetent 
to convey abstract ideas. 
Possibly 
the crudest Invention of this sort was 
the mysterious science of the quipus, 
which, wa8 taught the Peruvian princes 
by 
their amautas, 
or "wise* men." 
While both systems before mentioned 
seemed primitive, this one is even 
more so, and yet it served a purpose, 
and a very good one, too. Tills quipus 
was a string of rope, usually about 
two feet in length, composed of many 
colored strings twisted together. 
To 
this main cord were fastened numbers 
of strings of different colors tied Into 
knots thus forming a fringe. 
These 
knots gave to the device Its name, for 
the word quipus signifies a "knot." 
The colors represented sensible ob­ 
jects. For example, white might stand 
for silver, and yellow for gold. 
Occa­ 
sionally they suggested Ideas abstract­ 
ly—white signified pence and red war. 
The chief use of the quipus was for 
arithmetical purposes. The knots took 
the place of ciphers and could he 
combined to represent numbers to any 
amount desired. 
The colors of the 
strings 
explained 
the 
subjects 
to 
which the numbers referred, and in 
this way the 
Peruvians devised 
a 
complete system of enumeration.

In sections where corn does not 
grow so readily, rye may be an eco­ 
nomical feed for hog*. 
It is less pal 
atable thun some of the other grain*.

mixed with ground com or ground 
barley, and fed along with tankage 
and the required minerals. 
Rye and 
oats ground and mixed half and h a1 f 
should make a satisfactory feed for

careful that any rye fed to brood or 
pregnant sows contains no ergot, as in 
such case abortion is very likely t< 
result.

But for that matter, as Doc­ 
tor Steinmetz lins often said, It can 
also be said of electricity itself that, 
while the world now understands some 
*f the manifestations of electric energy 
and is able to manufacture that en- 
rgy, no one has ever authoritatively 
stated what electricity really is. 
All we know is. that Faraday’* dis­ 
covery of the luw bus made it possi­ 
ble to create electric energy in any 
amount through tin* operation of me­ 
chanical 
means.

Use Niagara Power. 
As early us 1725, near 200 years ago, 
a primitive sawmill made first use of 
Niagara power, and IOO years ago 
small Waterwheels were used In mills 
along tho upper rapids on the shore 
and small island of the American 
channel. 
The beginning of the existing de­ 
velopment may be placed as fur back 
as 1856, when construction of a hy­ 
draulic canal was begun, extending 
from a point at the head of the rapids j 
above tile falls, now known as Port 
Hay, to the edge of the gorge u mile j 
below. 
Iii 1872, however, an installation of 
15 horse power under 25-foot head I 
was made for driving a grist mill. 
It was not until 1880 that the first 
hydro-electric unit was installed 
Niagara 
Falls. 
This 
comprised 
a 
waterwheel and brush dynamo and the 
electricity generated wus used for il­ 
luminating 
fountains 
in 
the city’s 
parks by means of two arc lamps. 
Excursions were 
run from 
various 
parts of the country to see the new 
wonder. 
The second hydro-electric develop­ 
ment and first commercial installa­ 
tion was made in 1885 on Bath Island. 
The generator of this unit with a ca­ 
pacity of IO amperes at 110 volts wus 
used for lighting a mill on tile island. 
As soon us these early installations 
had demonstrated the possibilities of 
electrical power the real hydro-electric 
development begun. This was In 1801, 
and there has been a gradual growth 
since that time. » 
A treaty between the United States 
and 
Canada limits the amount 
of 
water to he taken from Niagara falls 
for commercial purposes to 21 per 
cent of the total. 
This is now being 
utilized. IO per cent on the American 
side and ll per cent on the Canadian. 
The 
demand 
for 
electricity 
has 
steadily increased, and to meet this, 
since no more water can be used, en­ 
gineers began work on plans to use 
more efficiently the present water sup­ 
ply. Thus the idea for larger genera­ 
tors culminating in the world’s largest 
machine recently installed. 


More to Be Installed. 
This new 70,000 horse power hydro­ 
electric unit uses 3,000 cubic feet of 
water a second with an efficiency of 
at least 03 per cent. 
It does not In- 
crease the diversion of water in any 
way, hut does materially Increase the 
efficiency of conversion into power. It 
j uses the same amount of water former­ 
ly used fay seven >000 hors* power 
| units, and delivers energy equivalent 
i to the output of 14 such units. 
I 
Two more units of the same size are 
being built and will be in use before 
the close of the year. 
This will add 
100,000 horse power to tin* output of 
the Niagara plant without the use of 
, any additional water, making a total 
output of 608,400 horse power gener­ 
ated by the American company, a 
record for hydroelectric systems in 
i this country. 
I 
if this same amount of electricity J 
I were generated by steam it would re- 
j quire about 7,000,000 tons of coal a 
1 year.

I er unit is the highest power capacity 
water wheel ever built,

One hundred and ten cars were rt1- , 
quired to transport the machinery and 
equipment composing this 70,000 horse I 
power unit. 
New Pressure Tunnel 
The three new hydro-electric units 
will receive their supply of water 
through a new hydraulic pressure tun­ 
nel. 
The big tube, measuring 32 feet 
in diameter and 4.3(H) feet in length, 
carries the water from the head of the 
rapids above the falls under the city 
of Niagara Falls to tin* edge of the 
high cliffs below the falls. 
It was excavated through solid rock 
snd the spoil removed would fill a 
train of gondolas reaching from Buf­ 
falo to Utica.
